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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding the argument to claims 1,14, 32-36, 
40, and 54, the applicant argues that the reference, Schwaller, does not disclose identifying a potential data conflict. The examiner 
respectfully disagrees, as seen in, fig. 5A, table 2, col. 9, line 46 - col. 10, line 39, there are scripts that emulate various tests throughout 
the network that identify potential data conflict. Even if the scripts only monitored a network to determine the duration of time for nodes to 
execute transactions, that would still identify potential data conflict in the timing for transactions. In addition, the summary of the invention, 
especially col. 3, lines 33-48, teaches a test scenario that represents actual operation conditions that emulates applications type traffic 
represented by various scripts. 

Regarding the argument to claim 4, the applicant argues that the reference, Schwaller, does not disclose the types of data conflicts 
comprising a read-write conflict. The examiner respectfully disagrees, as seen in, table 2, there are various test scripts that identify data 
conflicts including data conflicts that are read-write. 

Regarding the argument to claim 5, the applicant argues that the reference, Schwaller, does not disclose that the types of data conflicts 
are based upon types of operations needed to resolve the data conflicts. The examiner respectfully disagrees, as seen in, table 2, there 
are testing methods that effect timing which are the same methods that would need altering to resolve the conflicts. 

Regarding the argument to claims 7, 57, and 62, the applicant argues that the reference, Schwaller, does not disclose potential data 
conflicts that are at the granularity of a data block. The examiner respectfully disagrees, as seen in, table 2, there are several client/server 
transactions that are monitored which would inherently have potential data conflicts at the granularity of a data block. 
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
